The Law et Evidénce. 
| The lawyers’ convention which lately 
assembled in this city suggested to the 
Legislature some important changes in the 
law of evidence. We believe the pro- 
posed changes should be freely discussed 
throurh the public press. It is proposed 
to abolish all disqualification of persons 
to testify arising, first, from race; second, 
from interest or connection with the suit; 
third, from infamy, and fourth, from re- 
lationship to a party. These recommend- 
ations wére not all adopted with unanim- 
ity; the largest vote cast was 154, while 
recommendation four was carried by a 
vote ot 34 against 26, showing that at least 
three-fifths of the delegates did not vote on 
this important question. 

The common law of England has been 
styled “‘the perfection of human reason.”’ 
This praise Is perhaps too high, still it is 
true that the rules of that law have 
| worked: well for centuries, and it would be 
well that, if changed, they be changed 
slowly and with caution, lest unforeseen 
evils ensue.

The security of society 
rests to a great extent upon the sanctity of 
an oath. Hence certain law-givers would 
not permit any but decisory oaths. The 
ancient Hebrew law (eo the Jews tell us) 
did not allow witnesses to be sworn; the 
defendant in certain cases of bailment 
might be sworn and his oath was conclusive. 
The English wager of law is analogous. 
Sr. Pav tells us that an oath for confirma- 
tion is an end of strife, and we presume 
no man was better acquainted with the 
laws of his day. We may say, without re- 
ferring to other codes of law, that where 
perjury is common, the cours of public 
justice is bréught into contempt. The 
wise Master-builders of me sncient com- 
mon law no doubt had in view this princi- 
ple of policy. 

Most persons familiar with courts of 
Justice will admit that falsebood is usually 


and that lying witnesses we usually dis- 
credited. But the grave question recurs 
whether the additional light given in the 
administration of justice, by repealing the 
laws in reference to competency, _ will 
compensate for the possible injury to the 
public morals and tothe general confidence 
in the sanctity of an oath. The tendency 
of modern thought Is :o ignore this prin- 
ciple of policy. We ars told that men will 
lie and that our aim mug be to detect 
them in their lies. In former times our 
courts would not permit an amendment to 
affidavits for continuance, and severely re- 
buked the practice of ‘allowing a party to 
offer to make oath, &., on the ground 
that such amendments and such offers set 
asnare for the party's conscience. The 
law seems pow nearly to have forgotten 
this policy. At present, perjury seems to 
be on the increase. It is tobe hoped that, 
when the law of evidence is changed, such 
rules of evidence will be framed as shall 
tend aot only to thé detection of perjury, 
but also to its prevention as tar as possible.

' Chicago Relief. 

The report of the Chicago Relief and 
Aid Society, to which was intrusted the 
wort of caring for the sufferers by the 
grest fire and the distribution of all moneys 
and supplies given for that object, has 
been published, and is now before us 
That portion of ij referring to the manner 
in which the work has been done seems 
entirely satusfactory, and reflects great 
credit upon the citizens who have 
given up their time and energies with- 
out pecuniary compensation. From the 
“report it appears chat nearly seventy-five 
thousand persons Were made homeless and 
destitute: Allof the immediate necessities 
of these unfortunate people and the future 
wants, as far as practicable, have been pro- 
vided for, so that the outlook is now much 
leas gloomy than it appeared a few months 
since. „The provision that Kas been made 

for tht support of these thousands of des 
titute will be interesting in its details. 
After the first pressing exigencies for 
food and clothing, the necessity of shelter 
had next to be looked to. The system of 
barracks, from the great risk, sanitary and 
moral, attending it, would be manifestly a 
bad one, and it was therefore reselved to 
aid such applicants as desired it by con- 
structing small dwellings which would 
each accommodate.a single family. With 
this object there had been erected, up to 
the 18th ef November, 5,497 of these small 
houses, each 90 by 16 feet, and providing 
for about thirty thousand ns. The 
houses are made very comfortable by 
_thiek-felt lining for the inner walls, added 
to which are provided several chairs, a 
4 and utensils, a tale, bed- 
stead, bedding, and sufficient crockery 
for the use of a family—the total cost 
of dwelling and furniture $125. In many 
cases this amount will be refunded 
and a careful registration is kept of these 
as of all others to whom the society has af- 
forded relief. Of course there are in- 
stances of imposition, but from the checks 
established by the society these have now 
become comparatively few and dangerous

The ratio is established for two adults and 
three children, and the total cost of food 
and fuel per week is $3 10 for each family. 
Clothing has been liberally supplied, ai- 
though the demand has been and con- 
tinues to be incessant and immense. The 
main part of the supply furnished from all 
parts of the country was of summer cloth 
ing, as the first which came 10 hand, and 
it bas been found necessary to make large 
purchases of thicker material, as the colder 
weather has entailed additional suffering. 
The distribution of supplies of every sort 
has not been confined to applicants alone, 
but those who, from delicacy or sickness, 
or other causes, have refrained from ask- 
ing for aid, have been sought out with the 
assistance of pastors and their 
wants supplied. Aid has also 
been given to charitable institu- 
tions. An employment bureau has been 
organized, which has done much toward 
providing work for capable men and wo- 
men who were thrown out of employment 
by the disastrous effects of the conflagra- 
tion.. The sick have also been ‘provided 
for by the aid of hospitals and dispensa- 
tories, and every possible means used for 
the alleviation of poverty and suffering. 
The report is not explicit as to the exact 
amount of money, besides supplies of food 
and clothing, received. from all parts of

Our criminal laws certainly need revision 
and correction, and the penalty on conviction 
for crime should be régalated by the court 
according to the time the jury requires ta ar- 
gue or reason ge lves into tine belief of a 
pilsoner’s guilt. Say, for example (unless 
mitigating circumstances be shown), when 
the jury agrees in court, and without —

A TRAVELING SIDEWALK Is thd Jatest and 
moet curious of the various devices for secur- 
ing rapid transit which have been called forth 
by the imperative demand in large cities for 
some means of traveling quickly from point to 
point. The inventor of this novel design is 
Albert Spear, and bis plan contemplates a 
moving sidewalk, which shall be in perpetual 
motion, carrying pedestrians at the rate of 
10 miles an hour, a speed which they can in- 
crease ri their whole power of independent 
locomotion. It is pro to havea series 
of pillars along the outer v of the curb- 
stones — the hight of the second story 
of ordinary buildings. The space betwen the 
tops of these pillars and the buildings adja- 
cent is to be a sidewalk, one half of which is 
to be movable and the other half stationary. 
This is to be reached at every corner by a 
stairway. On the toner or stationary walk 
edestrains can pass back and forth at their 
fe isure, entering the stores and offices, which 

ight 8 occupy the second story of the 
pulidin and be entered immediately from the 
street. ne other half of the walk, made of 
a sort of lattice work and moving on small 
— which are beneath the surface and al- 
ether concealed from view, is to be pro- 
— led at the rate of 10 miles an hour by en-

the requisite wer. The sidewalk is to be 
moved 7 friction rollers, worked — by 
shaite which pase up through the upright pil- 
lars and on one side of the street passes up, 
and on the other side down, * — — t 
and dav. On this moving roadway | 
trians may stand 5 oc cupy the numerous 
chairs and settees provid and be traveling 
toward their destination at the rate of 10 miles 
an — or,ifso inelined, can walk at full 
epeed in the same direction, thereby — 
tour or five miles an hour to their ratc of 
grees. The most Ingenious part of the w abe 
contrivance is the device for getting on and 
off this moving pathway. The pedestrian 
mounts to the stationary walk, and then, if 
he were to step from this to the moving one, 
he would of course be anddenly floore To 
prevent such a catastrophe there is a series of 
scats — contrived ta move partly on 
the stationary walk. These are stopped by 
applying a brake, which releases them from 
t e moving platform and allows them to run 
on their own trucks on the stationaty one, 
where they ere readily stopped. The passen- 
ger takes bis seat, the conductor takes his 
fare, the brake, is ‘reversed, and immediately 
the seat moves on, and the traveler cau then 
leave it without the risk of breaking his 
neck. It is said that several compc- 
tent engineers here examined into this 
curious end „und = 
nounce it eatirely feasible and far less 
c — omg than any that has been broached 
beiore for yor, om 8 citizens rapidly up and 
down town, or * forth between dis- 
tant points. The machinery wil work with 
very lithe noise, and that will be continuous 
and therefore ecarcely noticable; there will 
be no danger of accident, and the contrivance 
can be put np in any street long or short, 
where 1 may be required. ft is bald that an 
attempt ts to be made very soon In New York 
to demonstrate the 9 of this scheme, 
ote ago’ on Chambers street, from Pavonia 
to Broadway.

Whereas 
the uncertuinty only exists in the lavyers and 
jaror’s and although the supreme law says no 
person shall be twice placed in jeopardy for 
the same offenses, ye. under the present sys- 
tem the accused is often tried twice; first in 
open court and agais imthe ju dary It is 
a. Well-admitted and estaplis fact that 
many of the jurors after hearing the evidence 
in open court consider it insufficient to con- 
viet. 
confinement in a not always comfortable room, 
separated from their families, the jury come 
inig court with a verdict. Now, why 
is is ow so? The answer is, obvious. 
smart talker, in the absence 
of the accused, argues the caso over 
again, and persuades the 9 parts or 
arties that the oral testimony which he or 
— heard in open court, aud considered in- 
cient to convict, according to their seve- 
— vatha, is amply éuilicient to N — or con- 
vict when taken at second-hand from the lip 
of the smart- taiking juror. — 4 ignoring 
tho estat unc ie Fer laid do Aa 1 Jud 
Hackett’s cha re in the case of M an 
the People in w York, and J — yous’ 
cbafge in the case of the People vs. Ranson, 
in Richmond, Va,) viz.: Thal the testimony 
must not only be sufliciont to convict, bat 
must also preclude the possibility of the ac- 
cused’s innocence.

A TRAVELING SIDEWALK is the latest and 
moet curious of the various devices for secur- 
ing rapid transit which have been called forth 
by the imperative demand in large cities for 
soine means of traveling quickly from point to 
point. The inventor of this novel design is 
Albert Spear, and his plan contemplates a 
moving sidewalk, which shall be in perpetual 
motion, carrying pedestrians atthe rate of
